7. Discussion and Hearings: 

Discussion held regarding 4 Medford Street. Jen Raitt, Director of Planning and 
Community Development, presented the need for sign repair for European Hair Design.

Commissioners approved the motion.

Commission, presented requests for the CPA application.

Also include the report 
from the landscape architect about the state of the trees. 

8:30pm Hearing for 22 Williams Street. Nellie Aikenhead presented the plans. 

This address is included on the Arlington Historical Commission Inventory of Significant 
Properties. 

A majority of the Arlington Historical Commission voted on October 3, 2016, that there is no reason 
to hold the apphcation by the owner to replace windows based on the existing wooden windows. 

JoAnn Robinson wiU be the monitor for the project.
